Tlu- Dominion government ami its *er- 
vlle supporters will not allow Manitoba 
wen the privilege of a commission to 
inquire Into the elreumriitncc* mirroutid- 
ing tho schttol dispute. We do not 
know but tlutr their |M>bitiou In logical. 
Having determined thut the separate 
>chool system must bo restored, the gov 
eminent Ims no need of Investigating 
the matter further. If such luvestign- 
lit hi should happen to disclose any rea¬ 
sons uguinwt the propositi IrglutAtiou. 
the situation of the men at Ottawa 
would bo most awkward. The precOt 
telved plan nmst U* carried out, re¬ 
gardless of the circumstances. No at* 
teiitiou la to la* paid to the voice of the 
majority In Manitoba: no proposal they 
cun make is to be listened to; nothing 
but coercion will suit. It Is uot surpris¬ 
ing that ninny intelligent Conservative* 
see in 1 bb» programme n pnmpect of 
wreck for their party. As the Toruu 
< to WorW puts it: "The Curutorvntivo 
party in Canada is in n stab* or condh 
lion unparalleled by any state or condi¬ 
tion of its history. It Is, to use a 
phrase of the day. being ‘Jollied along-* 
The World further says: "Nothing ’ 
but one woe upou another has followed 
from the lieginning of this jollying pol¬ 
icy. The remedial bill to which the 
government stands pledged will not be 
carried with Conservative votes. The 
majority in the house is less than forty, 
and over thirty Conservative* an* de- 
termiued to rote against such a meas¬ 
ure. It foilowii that it can only Is* 
carried by the rotes of the Liberals of : 
tJuelH-c. Thut Mr. Iaourier'* followers 
will inflict coercion on Manitoba re¬ 
mains to lie seen, but if the bill doci ' 
go through, whAra will the Conservative 
party and the government be nt the gen¬ 
eral elections? 

"One thing has gut to come to an end 
and the cabinet has at lost recognised It. 
namely, that the ‘jollying* tactics must 
cease. They are fare to face with the 
pledge to their Quebec colleagues and 
jnat in fnrnt of rendering an account to 
the |*ople of Canada in the general 
election. And the majority of the Can¬ 
adian people are ngaiust coercing Mnni- 
roha." 

Those men and newspapers who help 
tht* "Jollying" prqdesa are, surely not 
doing their party any service. Coni 
■moil courtesy would require nt the very 
least some consideration for the sugges 
lion of n commission offered by Manl- ! 
tobn. 

The government has cut down the 
entrance fee to the mining lectures to '£\ 
cents, at the same time offering the ex¬ 
planation that the rooma used for the 
purpose are provided free of cliarge.

He further pic* 
tures Sir Charles as wnving n false set 
of arms and proclaiming himself a pur¬ 
ist while his real arms were plunged 
deep into the provincial treasury. From 
a (Nifty point of view t|e Liberals can 
have no objection to a man like this be¬ 
ing given ft high place among their op¬ 
ponent*, with the prospect of bin be¬ 
coming leader of the party, but pat¬ 
riotism necessarily constrains them to 
lament that the couutry should be so 
disgraced.

I^>udon. Jdn. 25.— I^ord ls*lghton, 
better known as 8 ir Frederick Igdgh- 
‘ ton. president 'of the Royal Academy. 
I is dead. Istrd lighten snffered from 
a chill this morning, and thia was fol¬ 
lowed by a serious affection of tlb* 
heart. Hi* condition soon became criti¬ 
cal. and (hiring the afternoon he suc¬ 
cumbed. 

John Leighton. F. 8 .A.. artist, descen¬ 
ded frmn the Is-ightnu* of Ulyss*'shnr- 
ven. P’orfarshir**. was bom in London, 
September 15, 1822. and l>ecnme a pu¬ 
pil of Mr. Howard. R.A. HI* firat pun- 
Hshiil work, a series of outlines, came 
out in 1844. but he bad prerfcwaij con- 
trlbnted to cartoon exhibitions. In 
1848-50 he published several serio-comic 
brochure*, satires on certain art i»rin- 
ciples, under the name of ‘‘Luke Lim¬ 
ner." In 1851 he published a series of 
twenty-four outlines, entitled “Money,” 
and at thp same time a book on design, 
enlarged In 1881. He has lectured on 
“Libraries and Books." “Oriental Art,” 
nnd “Binocular Perspective," nnd has 
travelled in Russia. Caucasia, and 
Georgia, for the purpose of studying 
the Bycan tine art of the Greek Church. 
He has Illustrated "Moral Emblems,” 
“Lyra Oermanica." “"itte Life of Man 
Symbolised," nnd "Madre Naturo." In 
1871 he edited, with illustration*. 
“Pari* tinder the (\>mmuno." Mr.

Are in No Immediate Danger.

Washington, D.C\. Jan. 25—The state 
department to-dffv gave out the follow¬ 
ing ttalement: “Th<* ennanlar agent a» 
JotjBunesbunr cable* Heeretiify, Ofney, 
that all American prisoner* are out on 
jmirile. except Hammond, whose case 
differ* from Hie others, in that he slgn- 
ed‘n conditional invitation to Dr. Jam • 
son *tn come to Johannesburg in case «»f 
extreme peril. Julneson marched to¬ 
ward Johannesburg, however, before 
dny trouble arose. When this was dis¬ 
covered the American and other leader* 
issued n proclamation to the profile to 
refrain from howHlltie*. Instead fo In¬ 
citing rebellion, however, Fliimmond at 
the ttoffinning raised the Trsnsvaal flag 
and swore allegiance. Clement and 
other Americans toAk arms from many 
and sent them home. Not n shot was 
fired by the Johannesburg party, there 
was oo disturbance, no act of hostility. 
The arms were peaceably surrendered, 
every effort was made to maintain the 
republic against British encroachment*. 
Tho cases against the American pris¬ 
oners will lie tried in court, though the 
government him not yet indicated the 
time of prosecution."

state departqieut baa cabled the consul 
to use active and vigorous in ensure* for 
their relief.
